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TAKING A RIDE 


Military Gamble 


President Nixon’s decision to send Ameri­ 
can ground troops into Cambodia and over the 
weekend the raids by 128 U.S. fighter-bombers 
against targets in North Vietnam indicate a 
major change in U. S. strategy in the war. No 
longer will the enemy be permitted sanctuaries 
from which he can launch and coordinate at­ 
tacks into South Vietnam. 
For the most part, although the president 
is not without support, the reaction in the Uni­ 
ted States and the world has been negative. And 
most of the arguments advanced against the 
Cambodian attacks can be applied to the renwed 
bombing of North Vietnam. 
Protestors have alleged that the president 
does not have the Constitutional authority to 
send U. S. troops to Cambodia, that the invasion 
and now the bomb raids are major escalations of 
the conflict and are more likely to widen the 
war than shorten it, that the United States is 
risking Red Giinese and Russian intervention, 
that the actions could do serious damage to any 
hopes for success in the Paris peace talks, that 
the president is trying for a military solution 
which was proven impossible under the policies 
of the Johnson administration, and, finally that 
more American lives are going to be sacrificed. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
The president considered those questions 
and possibly others, too, before he made his de­ 
cisions to approve the invasion and bomb raids 
and apparently believes 
that failure to move 
against the North Vietnamese and Viet Cong in 
Cambodia and North Vietnam opens South Viet­ 
namese and American forces to greater risks 
than those taken. His judgment may be sound. 
But by ordering American troops into Cam­ 
bodia and new air attacks, there is no question 
that the president has made a major change in 
U. S. policy in Vietnam. Football coaches have 
often said that the best defense is a good offense 
and Nixon appears to have adopted that logic— 
if the United States is carrying the ball the op­ 
ponent can’t score a touchdown. 
The president says the advance into Cam­ 
bodia will be a limited operation, clearing out 
enemy headquarters, supply depots, etc., to re­ 
duce or postpone the communist ability to launch 
a major offensive against South Vietnam. When 
the mission is accomplished, the troops will be 
withdrawn. 
Tile air attack, similarly, was for a limited 
purpose, apparently being confined to missile 
and anti-aircraft sites and supply areas near the 
border. 
But by sending U. S. ground troops over the 
Cambodian border for the first time, Nixon may 
have expanded the area the U. S. must defend. 
If U.S. and South Vietnamese troops are pulled 
back, there would be nothing to prevent Hanoi 
from moving up again. 
And, as far as the idea that Hanoi must not 
be allowed to operate from a “sanctuaries” into 
which the United States must not tread, continu­ 
ation of that thought could send U. S. troops on­ 
to North Vietnamese soil.

Despite all the verbiage, the fact remains 
that the assaults were ordered and now the na­ 
tion must hope that the president is right. 
Presumably, Nixon’s decisions were made 
in the context of his total program to extract 
the United States from the war. turning the re­ 
sponsibility over to the South Vietnamese. Tvess 
than two weeks ago, it should lie remembered, 
the president anounced a goal of withdrawal of 
another 150,000 troops within the next year. 
Such withdrawal would reduce U. S. force by 
May, 1971, to al>out 284,000 men, less than half 
of the ceiling of 594.500 in early 1969. It doesn’t 
make much sense to announce troop withdraw­ 
als if the battle plan is likely to increase U. S. 
involvement. 
The president is gambling that the U.S. ac­ 
tion will not prompt a major military response 
from the enemy. If he is right, the assault into 
Cambodia and subsequent air raids could buy 
enough time to strengthen the South Vietna­ 
mese army sufficiently to allow' U.S. troop with­ 
drawals to continue on schedule. If he is wrong, 
it may take troops scheduled for withdrawal and 
more to correct the mistakes. 
Unfortunately, the next move belongs to 
Hanoi or to the Communist power councils in 
Red China or Russia. Tile initiative rests with 
the other side. 
The nation must hope that the delicate bal­ 
ance between a limited war and a major, global 
conflict hasn’t been or won’t be tilted too far.

Suggestion Box Could 
Curb Buyers’ Complaints

NEW YORK (AP) - Here’s a 
suggestion 
for 
companies 
be­ 
sieged 
with 
consumer 
com­ 
plaints about poor quality and 
service: 
set 
up an 
employe 
suggestion system. 
Not only might this device af­ 
ford you the blain power and 
imagination of your workers—at 
a 
low 
cost, 
incidentally—but 
quite likely it could improve 
worker morale by giving em­ 
ployes a sense of participation. 
That is the formula suggested 
by the National Association of 
Suggestion Systems, which now 
numbers 1,400 member corpora­ 
tions compared with 1,100 in 
1960 and one in 1895. 
Most systems have come a 
long way from the old sugges­ 
tion box, which as likely as not 
became stuffed with ludicrous 
and sometimes insulting propos­ 
als. 
Most systems today are 
highly structured, sophisticated 
and profitable. 
At International Business Ma­ 
chines last year, Robrt Wood 
and John O’Donnell, tool and die 
makers at a Kingston, N.Y., 
plant, won a total of $64,776 for 
just one suggestion. 
They proposed and developed 
a simplified jig that enabled 
workers to more quickly and ef­ 
ficiently thread w'ith wire the 
tiny magnetic memory cores for 
computers. 
The 
payment, 
computed 
to 
equal 20 per cent of the first 
year’s net savings an labor and 
materials, 
was 
last 
year’s 
record high payment by any 
NASS member. Worldwide, IBM 
paid $3.7 million for suggestions 
in 1969. 
It was 75 years ago, NASS 
says, that National Cash Regis­ 
ter set up what is claimed to be 
this country’s first system. The 
idea really never took hold in a 
big way, however, until World 
War II, when boxes sprouted in 
defense plants. 


Following the wrar, the con­ 
cept again seemed to fall from 
favor, but Bill Englehaupt, ex­

NASS, 
claims

suggestion systems again

most of the remaining 27,000 
acres consists of fertile farm 
land and wooded areas that 
support most of the farmers 
and loggers who live in this 
area. 
The proposed refuge would 
cover about 
one eighth of 
Menominee County, an area 
with a state equalised valua­ 
tion of about SI.2 million. 
“ Would Get The Axe”

of land in the area, 200 of 
which is in farmland.

Vetort was born and raised 
at this location, having taken 
the farm over from his fath­ 
er. and hopes to pass it on to 
one of his children. 
Built New Home 
He and his fam ily are liv ­ 
ing in a $40,000 borne that 
was just completed late last 
year. “ The old home was no 
longer serving it's purpose. 
so it was time to rebuild and 
prepare tor the future,” Ve­ 
tort said. 
When asked what his first 
impression of the geese pro­ 
ject was Vetort said, “ it sort 
of put everyone in a state 
of shock.

people.” 
Ber! Gidlof owns 500 acres 
of land in the area. of which 
225 acres have been cleared 
and are being used tor farm­ 
land. Gidlol owns 53 head of 
cows and claims his dairy 
herd to be one of the top 
herds in 
Hie U.P. 
'The first time I heard of 
the project it really took me 
for a roll," Gidlof said. “ I 
have nothing against geese, 
but I ’ve been a farmer all 
my life and they don’t seem

Dave 
Behrend, a

“ We have no objection to 
wildlife but 
w’e just don't 
feel that this project is justi­ 
fied." Menke .said. "A pro­ 
ject such as this wmuld ruin 
the economy of the entire 
community.” 


Mrs. 
Menke 
said, 
“ our 
children love this farm and 
to give it all up would be 
heartbreaking for them.” 


George 
Schuster, 
district 
commissioner for District IO, 
Menominee County, advised 
that 
the 
proposed 
project 
would take in most of his 
district. 
Schuster 
also 
said 
that his own property would 
be taken in by the project 
and he is strongly opposed 
to the plan as it now stands. 


Schuster owns 400 acres of 
land in the area, including 
50 acres of transplanted trees 
on his tree farm. 
“ This project would wipe 
out 
enterprise,” 
Schuster 
said. “ The Federal Govern­ 
ment has paid the farmers 
sufliently to clear the land 
in an effort to create more 
agriculture land, and rather 
than destroy all this I would 
like 
to 
see 
an 
agreement 
worked out with the farmers 
that would be satisfactory to 
everyone.”
